WASHINGTON, May 24.—At the open- 
tng today of the Pan-American” Finan- 
* cial Conference, which will sit for the 
remainder of the week, keynotes were 
sounded by President Wilson in his 


speech 6f welcome and by, Frank A. 
Vanderip, President of the’ National 
City Bank of New York, in an informal 
Statement later in the day. The: Presi- 
dent stressed the need of greater. carry- 
ing facilities, and there was no mistak- 
ing hisreference to the Ship Purchase 
bill when, amid general applause, he 
@aid that “‘if private capital cannot 
soon enter’ upon the adventure of cstab- 
lishing these physical means of com 
» munication, the Government must un- 
Gertake to do.~so.” . The President's 
speech follows in full: 


May Show the Path to Peace. 


«There can be no sort of union of in- 
terest if there is a purpose of exploi- 
tation on the part’ of any person con- 
nected with a great conference of this 
sort. We are not, therefore, try ing to 
make use of each other, but -we are 
trying to be of use to one another: 

It is very surprising to me, it is even 
a source of mortification, that a con- 
ference like this should have been so 
long delayed, that it should never 
have occurred before, that it. should 
have required a crisis: of the world to 
show the Americans ‘how truly’ they 
were neighbors to one another. If 
‘there is any one happy circumstance, 
gentlemen, arising out of ‘the present 
distressing circumstances of the world, 
it is-that it has revealed us ..o. one 
another;. it -has .Shown<.us ‘what it 
means to Be neighbors, And I cannot 
help harboring ‘the thope;: the «very 4 
high hope, that by this commerce of 
minds with: one another, as Weil as 
commerce in goods, we may show. the 
world in part the path to peace, 

It would be a very great jthing if tlie 
Americas coulé add to the distinctien 
which they already wear, this . of 
showing the way to peace, to perma- 
nent peace. The way to peace for us, 
at any rate, is manifest. It is the 
kind of rivalry which does not-invoive 
ageression. It is the knowledge that 
men can be of the greatest_service to 
one another and» nations of _the 
greatest service to one another when 
the jealousy between them is merely 
a jealousy of excellence, and when 
the basis of their intercourse is friend- 
ship. There is only one way in which 
we wish to take advantage of ,you, 
and that is by making better goods, 
by doing’ the things that we seek to 
do for @ach other better, if we <an, 
than you do them, and so spurriug 
you on, if we might, by so handsome 
@ jealousy as that to excel. us. 

I am s0 keenly aware that the basis 
of personal friendship is this competi- 
tion in excellence that I am perfect/y 
certain that this is the only basis for 
the friendsip of nations, this jhand- 
some rivalry. this rivalry in which 
there is no dislike, this rivalry in 
which there is nothing but ‘the hope 
of a common elevation in great enter- 
prises which we can’ undertake in 
common. 


Lack of Ships and Trade Routes. 


There is one thing that stands in~our 
way, among others; you are more con- 
Versant with the circumstances than I 
am. ‘The thing I have chiefly in mind 
ts that physical lack of means of com- 
munication, the lack of vehicles, the 
lack of ships, the lack of established 
routes of trade, the lack of those 
things which are absolutely necessary 
if we are to have true commercial and 
intimate commercial relations with one 
another; and I am perfectly clear in 
my judgment that, if private capital 
cannot soon enter upon the adventure 
of establishing these physical means of 
communication, the Government must 
undertake to do so. 

‘We cannot indefinitely stand éuart! 
and need each other for the lack of 
what can easily be supplied, and, if 
one instrumentality vannot supply it, 
then another must be found which will 
supply it. We cannot know each cther 
unless we~see each other; we cannot 
deal with each other unless we com- 
miunicate with each other.. So soon as 
We communicate and are upon a fa- 


miliar footing of intercourse with one. 
@nother, we shall understand one an- 


other, -and ‘the bonds ‘between. the 
Americas will be such bonds that no 
influence that the world may produce 
in the future will ever break them. 

Ig I am selfish for America, I at 
least hope that my selfishness is en- 
lightened, ‘The selfishness that hurts 
the other party is not enlightened self- 
ishness. If I were going. upon .a’ mere 
ground of selfishness, I would seek to 
benefit ‘the other party and so tie him 
to. myself, So that, even if you were to 
suspect me of selfishness, I hope you 
Will also suspect ‘me of intelligence . 
and of knowing the only safe way. for 
the establishment of the things which: 
We covet, 4s well as the establishment 
‘of the things which we. desire. and: 
which we would ‘feel honored if we 
could earn and win.

This action was not intended by Ger- 
many as an answer to the recent Amer- 
ican note, in which-it was urged that 
the submission of the Frye case to a 
German. Prize Court would be inappro- 
priate’ and would: involve’ untiecessary 
delay. It appears from the explanation 
made by- the German Government. that 
the matter of the Frye was: put: before 
the Prize Court because that was a nec- 
essary -procedure under. German -Jaw, 
and that. the Prize Court proceedings 
Wijl be wholly ‘independent of the diplo- 
matic handling of the demand for pay- 
ment of damages for the loss of the 
Frye. 

The State Department was notified last 
week by. Consul General Henry Morgan 
at Hamburg that the case of the Frye 
had been put into the Prize Court. This 
news puzzled the State Department, who 
did. not know. whether it. meant that 
Germany had ‘decided:to deal ‘with the 
case only in the Prize Court or whether 
it was an automatic procedure: that 
could not be avoided under German 
laws, but which would not interfere 
with the diplomatic settlement of the 
case, Accordingly, a dispatch was sent 
to. Ambassador. Gerard directing him 
to inquire whether the action was in- 
tended as a reply to the American note 
of April 28, which asked that the ae 
rangements for payment of damage 
for the loss of the Frye be handled dip- 
lomatically. 

Today Secretary Bryan received.a ca- 
blegram-from Ambassador Gerard dated 
May. 22, as follows: 

‘Foreign Office states that it didnot 
intend to.leave unanswered the note in 
the William P. Frye case, or to reply 
by ns ye the ship to Prize Court. A 
formal re will shortly be sent. While 
under thet tman-laws the action of the 
Prize Court in issuing the monition is 
imperative, it remains totally indepen- 
dent of diplomatic negotiat negotiations.”’

Mr. Bryan’s opportunity came when his 
attention was called to the announce- 
ment from Buenos Aires that the A B C 
Governments had signéd a _ five-year

hostilities against any other country 
prior to a conclusion of an investigation 
by the commission. 

The Secretary of State’ showed that 
he was pleased to answer, the question, 
for the tripartite treaty of thé South 
American republics was.modelled on the 
Bryan plan for the ‘adjustment of inter- 
national disputes without resort to war, 
“We have known that such a treaty 
was under o6nsideration,’’ he said, “and 
we have been pleased to learn that the 
idea embodied in the treaties which we 
have made with thirty countries is to be 
émbodied in this tréaty -betwéen the 
three countries, mehtioned:”’ 

A More important statement was made 
by Mr. Bryan, however, when he was 
‘asked whether he ‘regarded the ‘signing 
of such a treaty as evidence of un- 
friendliness toward the United States, 

“On the contrary,” he said, <‘it is an 
evidence of friendliness rather than ‘un- 
friendliness, because they are ‘bing 

exactly what, we have done not only. 
with these nations, but with twenty- 
Seven others, and I may add that there 
is ‘not ‘the slightest geason for any one 
to suggest or-imagine that the signing 
of such a treaty by Bragil, Argéntina, 
and Chili is intended as a combination 
against the United States, It-is not a 
combination against any nation, and it.

Major Gen, George Ww, Goethals, Geov- 
ernor of the Canal Zone, was called yes- 
terday as the first. witness in the trial 
in the), Federal -District Court before 
Judge Hunt ef Jacob-L. Salas, a to- 
‘bacco merchant.of Colon. Ex-President 
Taft may bé. asked ‘to testify later. 
Salas was indicted with John Burke, 
former manager ,of the Panama. Rail- 
road’s. commissnary department, and 
Ricardo Bermudez, another merchant, 
on the charge.of conspiring to defraud 
the Government in the ordering of 
goods. 

This is the th irst of the series of cases 
in which Burke is concerned, and it is 
said by’ William Rand, Jr.,,and Phanor 
J. Eder, counsel foy Salas, that in this 
trial- the: Government will have ‘to es- 
tablish the status of the Panama Ratil- 
road if it is to succeed in any of its 

osecutions of the ex-railroad Sfricials. 

urke was not in court yesterday, and 
they fear that hé will be called as a 
witness by: the Government. 

The. defense intends to argue that it 
is impossible. for the Government to 
maintain that, if there was:a fraud it 
was a fraud against the Government. 
They will contend that the Panama 
Railroad was not a Gevernment institu- 
tion even if it was owned by the Gov- 
ernment; that the taking of commis- 
sions by a railroad official ig not an 
offense under the United States stat- 
utes, as it is not an offense in most 
States, and that if ‘there was a con- 
spiracy it was carried out in the Re- 
public of Panama, a foreign country, 
and not in the United States. 


Pointed Questions to Talesmen. 


Consequently, in selecting the jury, 
Mr, Rand ‘pointedly asked the talesmen 
if they were likely to be influenced by 
the fact that the alleged conspiracy was 
connected with such a great national 
project as the Panama Canal. He also 
questioned : 

** You will not think that because the 
defendant is a foreigner he.must of 
necessity be a barbarian, or because he 
is a Spaniard, a grafter? 

Mr. Carstarphen in opening the case 
for the Government said that Salas en- 
tered, into an arrangement with Burke 
by which he was to apply to the com- 
missary department the railroad, 
without statin ng the price, cases of cross- 
cut tobacco, and as a result of this the 
Government intended to- show that Burke 
received from Salas’ eleven . drafts 
amounting to $22,000.. These represented 
the commission upon the, purchase of 
about $200,000 worth of tobacco, and 
were paid, here after going, through a 
circuitous course in Indiana and Canada. 

General Goethals was then sworn, and 
in answer to Mr. Carstarphen gave the 
dates of his appointments and promo- 
tions in the army and canal work. But 
as soon as the Jawyer tried to bring out 
the way:-in which the. Government ac- 
quired control of the Panama Railroad 
Mr. Rand objected and’ modified -his “ob- 
jections only on the ground that General 
Goethals could not Stay in the city for 
long and the legal controversy could 
be settled after he had given testimony.

GOVERNMENT SHIPPING AGAIN. 

Addressing the Pan-American Con- 
ference President Witson said: 

One of the main things in our way is 
the physical lack of méans of com- 
munication; the lack of velicles, the 
lack ‘of ships and ‘established ‘routemof 
yer perfectly clearin my own judg- 
ment that if private capital cannot en- 
ter soon upon the yenturé of establish- 
ing thésé means of Communication, the 
Government must undertake to do so. 

It, takes courage to persist th this 
position, considering the rejection of it 
in every quarter. Also it is diffigult to 
decide which is the best method of at- 
tacking.an obsession which has resist- 
ed all attack hitherto. ‘Perhaps’ the 
strongest line to take would be to cite 
facts rather than opinions. The big- 
gest-year’s construction in the history 
of the United States was 1855, until it 
was surpassed in 1907. In 1907 596,- 
708 tons were added to American reg- 
istry. In the ten months 'to May, 1915, 
the additions were 680,155 tons. The 
additions this current year have al- 
ready surpassed the record year, with 
two months atill to. go: Much of this 
additional tonnage was foreign built, 
but there were included in the above

NEW PANAMA WATER WORKS 


Purification Devices Never Béfore 

Used -Quarantee ‘Healthful ‘Supply: 

One of the latest sanitary improve- 
ments in-the Canal Zone is the installing 
of. one of the-nost/ modern and complete 
Water systems in the. world. 

The plant, which is capable of furtiish- 
ing 12,000,000 gallons of water a day, 
is supplied with s6éme devices that have 
hever been used before, The supply is 
obtained from the Chagres River, where 
the hugé plant has been erected. Thé 
pumps haye*power to lift all the water 
needed by Panafna, Ancon, Balboa, and 
villages ‘intervening, and for tanal pur- 
posés, to the ‘purification plant onthe 
Miraflores point. .All_the pumps: are 
electrically driven. 

The purification plant is operated 
thus: The water first «merges throigh 
spraying nozzles operated with cofh- 
pressed air and falls onto the floor of 
the aeration chamber. Thetede it runs 
by gravity'into the system of sedimen-
